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The  Hall  of  His  tore  of  North  Carolina  was  iirst 
established  by  Fred  A.  Obis,  as  the  director,  lii  the 
west  room  of  the  State  Museum,  Deceml>er  15,  IIHO. 
The  installation  of  objects  becan  that  day.  Mr.  Olds 
l)egan  the  eollection  twenty  years  before,  Knowln^^ 
tills  fact.  Governor  Alfred  M.  Scales  in  1sS5  wrote  a 
ierrer  st>eeiiilly  cominemlina  this  work,  saying  that  he 
hoped  it  w’onld  bring  about  the  keetaug  cT  North  Caro- 
Ilna  relies  in  the  State  anil  prevent  their  dispersion 
in  other  parts  of  the  country. 

The  State  Department  of  Agriculture  provided  a 
n>om  foi*  the  historical  coUeedion.  and  the  title  ‘Tlall 
of  Hist«»ry‘’  was  given  it  I>y  the  director.  The  result 
i>f  ^»ro^•liling  such  a phn^e  was  information  as  to  the 
loicafioTi  of  great  numbers  of  objects.  Visits  were  made 
t<)  af>out  tifty  counties  in  a search  for  others.  In  ten 
years  the  hall  was  full,  thousands  of  ol>|ects  having 
I jec a gathered,  some  coming  from  other  States  and  all 
huvieg  historical  value  :uid  fonniiig  a part  of  a ct>n- 
hected  story.  Photographs  were  taken,  and  used  in 
iHustratlng  the  history  of  North  Carolina.  Special 
srmlles  were  made  of  the  life  of  the  Cherokee  anrr 
t'r<^atau  Indians.  Pictures  were  made  of  many  his* 
tv.ric  huildings  and  scenes.  Many  valuable  gifts  were 
‘■«ado  and  a generous  spirit  was  shown  by'  owners  of 
Ionics  in  giving  or  lending  these  or  allowing  photo-. 
.gr??phs  or  sketches  to  t>e  made  of  them. 

XI  •>  Hill]  of  History  remained  in  cue  Agricultural 
1' adding  until  lbl4.  when  it  was  moved  h>  its  present 
«ciarters  in  the  State  Admin  Is  t ration  .P»u  tiding.  This 
huUdlng  is  a Xreproof  structure  erected  at  a cost  of 
accairdance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter 
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t>6.  PiiMile  L?rvvs  of  N<>rrli  Cfir<?UDa,  1011,  for  ilie  x>ut- 
poi?e  of  .bo using  The  Smtels  libraries,  archives,  histori- 
cal eoliections  and  relics.  On  the  uf  February, 

1014.  the  removal  of  ol^jects  from  the  old  Hall  of  His- 
tory was  begun.  Every  {>hje<4  was  carefully  pre- 
l>are<l  for  transiMirratiou  and  not  one  was  lost,  the 
labels  l>em.g  attached  to  each,  so  as  to  acMid  any  ci>ii~ 
fusion.  The  work  of  installation  in  tlie  new  hail 
began  Felwiiary  2idh  and  was  pressed  day  and  nighr 
until  it  was  nnlshe<l  in  the  w^st  Inill  Mareli  12th. 
The  work  pr<.>gr.essed  >•<.>  rapidly  that  this  hall  was 
opened  to  the  pniHic  Xiarch  14th. 

The  portraits  and  other  pictures  in  the  old  State 
Library  were  tunied  over  to  the  director  of  the  Hall 
of  History  the  rein^o-al  of  the  liivrury  to  the  new 

building.  It  was  f<*und  that  many  of  these  were  not 
suitable  for  use  In  the  hFtorical  coUecrion.  so  a study 
vras  ma*ie  as  to  the  itroper  place  for  ali  such  pictures, 
vrhieh  ’were  duly  dlstributt-d  in  the  Siptreme  Court 
‘section  of  the  biiUdiug.  rlie  Confetlerate  Soldiers' 
Home  tind  the  Agricultural  and  Meciiaaical  College. 
With  these  went  some  <‘f  the  [uetures  from  the  old 
Hail  of  History  which  were  the  private  property  of 
the  ‘lirector,  a riumt»er  of  tlie  latter  being  placed  in 
the  Raleigh  High  Scho<)l  auditorium  anti  class-rooms. 

(>M  the  17th  of  Ala rch  conference  was  held  with 
the  Attorueya^f^iierai  as  to  the  legality  and  advisa- 
bility of  opening  the  HaU  of  History  to  the  public  on 
Sumlay  afrerooor?s.  He  gave  his  hearty  approval  to 
the  x>hm,  ami  so  did  Covernor  Craig,  the  head  of  the 
State  t'vvard.  of  ]‘vil,dic  buildings  ami  grounds,  who 
cotnniemied  the  Idea. 

The  Hall  of  HisU»ry wvas  opened  on  the  afternoon 
of  Sunday.  Alarrh  22d,  it  beiug  de^dcled  that  it  should 
be  fi|>ene«l  each  Sumlay  hetwetai  the  hours  of  3 and  5 
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oVirxrlc  ‘The  fact  tlint  ir  would  l>e  opeiie^l  was  a?> 
noniieed  in  the  iicwspaTWs  ami  larixe  car<ls  wrie 
placed  on  rbe  outer  doors -of  the  biiilduii:.  This  was 
the  tlrst  pahlic  instituaan  in  North  Caroima  opened  to 
tf)e  pnblie  on  Suiiuay.  and  amoiu^  the  visitors  rue 
hrst  day  were  a iminher  vvbo  said  they  had  nor  herero- 
fore  heeiV  able  to  see  the  eoileetion  i>eeause  or  the 
steady  work  of  the  ween  days.  They  expressed  their 
pleasure  at  being  partieli>ahts  in  such  an  event. 

fui  the  30th  of  March  the  eompiia firm  of  a cata- 
lo;rue  of  all  the  objects  in  the  west  Hall  of  History 
was  coiBt»Ipted.  The  announcement  ¥.a.s  made  that 
lectures  on  the  ]ilsr(udr%Ml  eohoetioi:  would  be  delivered 
at  any  time  desired,  lu  the  afternoons  or  ereDings. 
ami  N-arioiis  orgauiza tic<ns  have  cakcu  advantage  of 
this  opportfinity.  History  classes  frcin  the  several 
colleges  and  schools  lu  the  -city  have  also . paid  such 
visits  and  takc!i  notes  of  the  Im^-tures  dellreredt  by 
the  director. 

In  1912  a visit  was  made  to  Murphy  b.v  the  director 
C)f  the  Hall  of  Histi»ry.  partieiilariy  to  see  the  collec- 
tion of  Indian  relics,  the  property  of  Dr.  S.  C.  Helgii- 
way.  On  tiie  2d  of  ^lay.  1914.  ctirrespondenee  was 
begun  with  him  in  reganl  to  the  phicioir  of  this 
h-cthai  in  the  Hail  History,  which  has  rcsnlted  nv 
his  agreeing  to  bring  tlie  collection  to  Raleigh  and 
I'orsonaliy  instaU  it  in  the  Hall. 

The  collection  in  the  Hal!  rd  History  is  rich  in  oh- 
jc'-ts  ;i!u>trating  the  War  Between  theo^tares.  ootai>iy 
dags  and  uniforms,  more  than  40  of  the  North  Carw 
dna  regiments  Ifciug  represented  by  tln-dr  flags,  and 
Bio  uniforms  being  those  of  oltii*ers  rd  every  rank 
fiami  lieutenant-genera!  and  of  privates. 

V' e'rcsp<,mieiK*e  has  been  carried  on  with  a view  to 
briogiug  in  -every  flag  cnrrie»l  l>y  North  Caroliiia  Con- 
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federate  troer>s.  Two  of  fla^s  bare  in  pa>t 

years  been  p]aee<l  in  the  eoUection  at  lUclimond.  The 
opening  of  ibe  old  Hall  of  History  twelve  years  ago 
stopperi  the  sending  of  <,*t'jevTs  of  this  chanieter  out- 
side of  the  State.  As  the  war  recedes  tiiere  is  greater 
and  greater  loss  of  such  objects  if  kept  in  private' 
hands  or  in  the  custody  of  in iic.>r  organizations,  and 
hence  the  appeal  has  l»eeii  made  for  the  i)laciug  of 
them  in  the  secure  (juarters  offered  by  the  Hail  of 
History,  where  danger  of  tire  is  eliininated.  where 
motli  and  rust  do  not  corrupt  and  where  thieves  do 
not  break  through  and  steal.
